Increase Of $2.5 Million 
Des Plaines Budget Climbs 
To Record $12.2 Million 


by AL MESSEIISCIIMIDT 


The DCS Plaines city budget will in- 


crease about $2.5 million this year to a 
record $12.2 million. 


Last year's total was $0,737,191. 
Major budget increases include receipt 


of $830,000 in federal revenue sharing 
funds, a jump of $1.1 million in the li- 
brary fund to finance a proposed building 
addition and pay raises for city officials 
and employes. 


Tho council will discuss the proposed 


budget at an 8 p.m. committee of the 
whole meeting Thursday in city hall. 


A preliminary budget, with estimated 


salaries for public works, police and fire 
employes, was released after Monday's 
council meeting. 


Final budget approval is expected af- 


ter the city completes wage negotiations 
with employes. 


TWO MAJOil salary changes will shift 


the city attorney and treasurer from part 
to full-time positions. 


Tho council voted 12 to 3 Monday to 


pay the city treasurer elected April 17 a 
$12,000 salary. Part-time city treasurer 
Irving Ralclko received $3,500 last year. 


Tho budget Includes $68,412 for the city 


legal department. Last year's total was 
$56,450. Included in 1073 Is $15,000 for a 
full-time attorney, $8,037 for a secretary 
and $.1,500 for office furniture. 


Largest salary boost was a jump from 


$20,000 to $25,000 a year for the mayor. 
Tho lust mayoral pay hlko was in i960. 
The Increase, effective May 1 after the 
city election, will set tho mayor's salary 
for four years. 


Mayor Herbert Bohrel, who Is socking 


filth-term reelection, did not participate 
In council discussion last month of the 
pay hikes for elected officials. 


Other salary boosts include: City clerk 


from $10,500 to $13,500; building commis- 
sioner from $17,057 to $18,765; engineer- 
ing director from $20,695 to $22,140; fire 
chief from $21,358 to $22,430 and police 
chief from $21,425 to $22,483. 


CHANGES that affect tho city tax levy 


include: 


• Budgeting of $22,000 for a special 


city census. Tho council authorized pay- 
ment of $8,080 to the U.S. Census Bureau 
Monday as a census downpayment. The 
census, which may boost city population 
over 60,000, Is expected in 60 to 90 days. 


• An increase In office rental fees 


from $18,200 to $35,000. Tho 1973 total in- 
cludes temporary rent for mayor's, city 
clerk's and health department offices 
during construction of a proposed $1.2 
million city hall. 


• Budgeting of $1,000 for cxpc.scs of 


tho city Environmental Control Commis- 
sion. Although the council approved an 
ordinance forming the commission early 
last year, Bchrcl has not appointed com- 
mission members. 


• Elimination of funds for land acqui- 


sition. Tho city budgeted $105,000 last 
year to purchase office space and down- 
town redevelopment property. 


• Two garbage disposal changes that 


boost the total fund about $20,000. Tho 
proposed budget shows a drop from 
$135,000 to $80,000 for garbage disposal 
costs. But, the fund also includes an in- 
crease of $72,500 for purchase of refuse 
sacks and holders. 


Estimated receipt of $830,500 in federal 


revenue sharing funds will allow the city 
to complete flood prevention sewer work 
in 1973 without increasing the tax levy. 


The proposed budget shows 12 sewer 


projects scheduled for completion by 
June 30,1974 to be funded through reve- 
' nue sharing. Tho council last month ap- 
proved tho projects, which include 
$110,000 for cltywlde back-up valves, 
$140,000 for an Oakton Street retention 
pond rifld $360,000 for sewer separation. 


CITY COMPTROLLER Dunne Blletz, 


estimated receipt of motor fuel tax funds 
will be $1,049,220, an Increase of $181,000: 


Tho motor fuel tax funds will finance 


resurfacing of streets and gutter replace- 
ment ($200,000), improvement of Jarvis 
Street west of Lake Opeka ($30,000), curb 
and gutter installation on Lee Street 
from Oakton to Touhy ($130,000), con- 
nection of Mill Street to River Street 


'($45,000), realignment of Prairie Avenue 
($250,000) and partial financing of the 
Miner Street overpass ($127,500). 


The budget will Include about $4.1 mil- 


lion for employes' salaries. 


Fifteen new posts will be added in- 


cluding two policemen, a fireman, two 
foresters, a police lieutenant and a civil 
engineer.

Estimated police department budget 


will be more than $1.5 million, an in- 
crease from $1.36 in 1972. The fire de- 
- 


partmcnt budget will be about $1.14 mil- 
lion, up from $1.08 million in 1972. 


• 
The library budget increased from 


$383,425 in 1972 to $1,422,100 this year be- 
cause of the proposed expansion. Listed 
in the budget Is a salary hike for the 
head librarian from $13,500 to $16,000, 
about $869,765 for construction, $63,735 
for new equipment, $60,000 to purchase 
land and $65,500 for debt service. 


Construction of the 19,000-square-foot ad- • 
dltion, which will double library space 
and increase book capacity to 190,000 vol- 
umes, is expected this spring with com- 
pletion scheduled for fall. 


BEIIREL SAID yesterday, at his week- 


ly press conference, that "that's only a 
proposed budget. It can be slashed ap- 
preciably by meeting with the aldermen. 
This may happen. Nobody knows what's 
going to happen with salaries." 


The 1973 budget will not affect tax bills 


this spring. Bchrel has predicted a drop 
in the Des Plaines levy of 9 to 10 cents. .

charges of assault with intent to commit

Nealis was arrested about an hour lat- 


er some 50 miles from the town by Flor- 
ida highway patrolment. 


Capt. Fred Perrin of the Daytona 


Beach police department said he would 
not reveal additional details surrounding 
the incident because Doisseau, is still 
hospitalized in fall- condition. 


It was uncertain how long Nealis had 


been in the Daytona area. If convicted, 
he could receive a maximum life prison 
sentence for the robbery and • assault 
counts. 


Des Plaines police said yesterday they 


still have an active warrant for Nealis' 
arrest on a charge of deceptive practices 
at Zayre's Department Store, 727 W. Golf 
Rd., Des Plaines in 1971. 


Des Plaines police Lt. Lee Alfano said 


Nealis would probably not be extradited 
to face arrest here because of the se- 
riousness of the charges brought against 
him in Florida. 


"The bond set against him here was 


. only $1,000," Alfano added. "And if he is 
convicted on the felony charges, we 
wouldn't be able to extradite him."

1," said Terrell. Board members wcro 
less than happy with tho architect's re- 
port. They want tho building finished by 
Juno 1 so summer school classes can bo 
held there. 


Terrell said (ho delays wcro caused by 


Iho general contractor, Al Berg, failing 
to keep promises ho (Berg) hod mode to 
tho board and tho architect 


Berg was not at the meeting Monday. 


The board ordered tho meeting continued 
to last night, requesting that Berg, Ter- 
rell and the board's attorney, Frank 
Hlncs, attend. 


Board members asked Terrell about 


the po-nlbllity of starting litigation 
against Berg or changing contractors. 


TERRELL SAID he would not advise 


litigation without serious consideration. 
He said changing contractors, "would be 
the last thing I would recommend." 


At tho Dec. 18 board meeting, Berg 


presented a revised construction sched- 
ule which would have the school ready 
for the 1973 summer session. He said 
construction had been delayed by bad 
weather. If mild weather occurred, ma- 
sons could finish exterior walls, and roof- 


ing could be installed. Interior' work 
could then begin, according to Berg. 


At Monday's meeting, Terrell said 


Berg had fired his masonry foreman 
Dec. 26 and most of the workers then 
quit. New workers have been hired, but 
not as many as were employed prior to 
Dec. 26. 


Terrell said he had reviewed the con- 


struction schedule and found, "it was not 
factual." He said it called for interior 
work to be done before walls and roofing 
had been finished.

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through Ihe malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they ptid the tax 
last year — an uct more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners in all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion in which the on-agaln, off- 
again tax is-being administered. And. 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after it 
was submitted by County Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1072, Dunne reported early in 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until the. 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it." 


But many people did worry about it — 


namely the residents of just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And, 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups In the affected areas. 


In the meantime, County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Feb 17 — two days after the 
new state license plates were required. 
The deadline for the sticker was extend- 
ed to May 15. 
- 


By the first week in March more than 


15 homeowner groups had organized to 
oppose the tax. A law suit was promised 
and was filed early in April. 
- THE SUIT WAS brought by the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association in 
the county Circuit Court, and contended 
the tax Is unconstitutional because it is 
to be levied only against residents of 
unincorporated areas to the benefit of all 
county residents. 


The suit went to the court of Judge 


Raymond Sarnow, who acted almost Im- 


mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lected through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit. 
Because of the suit, Dunne ordered the 
sheriff's department to Issue only warn- 
ing tickets between Mny 15 and June 1. 
The controversial tax was "off" again. 


As the deadline for the tax continued to 


be delayed, so did the court hearing on 
the suit. By May 15 less than 20 per cent 
of the affected residents purchased the 
vehicle sticker. The deadline was extend- 
ed to July 1. 


Because Judge Sarnow had not issued 


an injunction against enforcement of the 
ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to issue citations to drivers not dis- 
playing the sticker. The court case was 
again continued — this time until July 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit.

FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today. 


While ruling against the tax on one 


hand, the judge also said the county 
should continue to administer and collect 
the tax pending appeal to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. 


Thus, while the tax has been declared

Walker May Attend Area Meeting 
NIPC To Debate Flooding 


A meeting of public officials from the 


six-county area of the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission Is expected to 
bo held cither Fcb 24 or March 3 to dis- 
am flooding problems In the area. 


Plans for the special conference will be 


discussed tomorrow at NIPC's quarterly 
meeting. The special flooding conference 
will bring together local officials and 
representatives of several government 
agencies and private organizations that 
deal specifically with flooding. 


Aimed at "organizing political leaders 


toward separating people and storm wa- 
ter." the conference will deal with over- 
bank storm water flooding, inadequate 
drainage and shoreline erosion and flood- 
ing 


Gov. Dan Walker or a member of his 


itaff Li expected to attend the confer- 
cncc 


Contrary to a previously published 


newspaper itory, a spokesman for Walk- 
er's office denied the governor had de- 
clined an invitation to attend the meeting 
and a NIPC spokesman srld there were 
no plans to postpone the conference in- 
definitely. 


KAKUKII THIS week it had been re- 


ported NIPC had called off the session 


because of Walker's Inability to attend 
any of several proposed meeting 'dates 
and because of the "state of flux" in fed- 
eral and state bureaucracies. 


Although there have been scheduling 


conflicts, a spokesman for the governor 
said, Walker will try to attend the meet- 
Ing and will send a representative if he is 
unable to attend himself. 


Norton Kay, Walker's press secretary, 


said reports that the governor was un- 
available to attend the conference any 
time in January or February were un- 
true. NIPC had asked for the governor 
on one specific day and time and the 
governor had a previous commitment, 
Kay said. He said Walker had expressed 
his concern about flooding problems 
repeatedly. 


Kay said Walker has had daily brief- 


ings on the flooding situation in Illinois 
from the U S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
the state Department of Waterways and 
Civil Defense officials. 


"There Is no tapering off of concern on 


the governor's part," Kay said, noting 
that Walker has assigned one of his top 
legal aides to oversee flooding problems 
in the state.

Walker Delays Transit Comment 


SPIIINGFIELD, III. - Gov. Dan Walk- 


er's office delayed comment yesterday 
on a report from the Commission on Eco- 
n o m I c 
Development 
urging estab- 


lishment of n six-county mass transit au- 
thority in the Chicago area. 


The report advised the governor that 


though the need for such an authority is 
great, It should be funded from sources 
other than the state motor fuel tax. 


Norton Kay. press secretary to the 


governor, said that the governor's staff 
will study the commission's report, along 
with other proposals. 


Walker has favored establishment of a 


metropolitan mass transit system in the 
six counties of Northeastern Illinois. 


Kay said the governor has reached no 


firm decision on how such a system 
should be financed, but reiterated the ad- 
ministration's position of "no new taxes, 
and no Increase In present taxes." That 
would eliminate from Walker's final pro- 
posal a suggestion to Increase the state 


motor fuel tax by one-half cent for mass 
transit purposes. 


The report compiled by the commis- 


sion's subcommittee on transportation on 
Instructions of former governor Richard 
B. Ogllvic, stated, "In view of the new 
emphasis -on federal revenue sharing as 
well as the possibility of the federal high- 
way trust fund being broadened to in- 
clude mass transit programs, it would 
appear short-sighted to divert motor fuel 
lax revenues from projects and pro- 
grams that arc critically needed in their 
own right." 


The report said a six-county authority 


would unite the 25 Independent mass car- 
riers now operating in the area, reduce 
congestion on Chicago-area expressways 
and reduce the need for a third major 
airport. 


Establishment of the authority, the re- 


port added, should allow for eventual 
membership by cities as distant as Rock- 
ford, 111., and Madison, Wis.

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Funds Suit Weighed Against Blair 


by BOB LA1IEY 


Latest development In the deep divi- 


sion of Republicans In the Illinois House 
of Representative Is the possibility of a 
lawsuit against their elected speaker. W. 
Robert Blair of Park Forest, over some 
$186.000 In campaign funds allegedly dis- 
tributed by Blair to his supporters during 
the recent campaign. 


Anti-Blair forces In the House, who 


charge that he won their support for re- 
election as speaker through false promis- 
es arc "exploring" tho possibility of 
bringing him to court for an accounting 
of the funds. 


According to Rep. Eugene F. Schllck- 


mnn. R-Arllngton Heights, one of the 
lenders in the fight to block Blair's re- 
turn to the spcakershlp, the possibility of 
a suit for breach of contract has also 
been considered. 


Schllckman said the oral agreccmcnt 


between Blair and supporters of Rep. 
Henry J. Hyde, R-Chlcago, under which 
Hyde was to bo accorded two of the four 
leadership positions among House Re- 


publicans, consltutzd a contract for 
which no written document was required, 
and which was abrogated by Blair. 


SUCH A court action, however, would 


raise questions of interference by the 
judiciary In the legislative process. As 
Hydo put it, "The courts have tradition- 
ally respected the separation of powers 
— although they have been making some 
Inroads lately." 


But Hyde said he believed the courts 


would regard the election of a speaker as 
purely a matter for the legislature. 
"Even though ho (Blair) was redacted 
through blatant fraud," Hyde said, 
"there Is 'a remedy available," though 
there Is little chance it could be realized. 


The House could, on a vote of 89 of its 


177 members, reconsider Its vote on the 
spcakcrship and then elect a new speak- 
er. Hyde said such action is doubtful be- 
cause approximately 59 of the 89 Re- 
publican members arc loyal to Blair and 
Die anti-Blair forces can hope for little 
help from the 88 Democrats who "are 
enjoying the donnybrook." 


However, Hyde said there appeared to 


be a definite possibility of litigation over 
the campaign funds. Hyde said such a 
suit would seek, first, an accounting of 
how the funds were spent, and, secondly, 
a declaration that placing the funds in 
Blair's control constituted establishment 
of a trust requiring an approved plan for 
their disposition. Hyde said such a suit 
would also seek a court order for dis- 
position of any surplus in what he 
termed amounted to a "private slush 
fund" for Blair. 


fl NUMBER of Republicans have 


charged that the campaign contributions 
placed at Blair's disposal were intended 
for all GOP candidates, but were used by 


him only to boost the candidacies of 
those who promised to support his reelec- 
tion as speaker. 


Where or not a suit over the campaign 


funds could succeed, Hyde said, "I don't 
think he con be bounced as speaker." 


"I am afraid he will continue to yield 


an uncertain gavel over a dwindling two- 
thirds of Republicans for a quick two 
years," he added. 


Asked If that meant that Hyde agreed 


with speculation that Blair's broach of 
his agreement signaled the end of his po- 
litical career, Hyde replied, "That Is 
something that I shall devoutly and 
earnestly hope, pray and work for."

A high school journalism student once 


asked me how newspaper reporters man- 
age to prepare for tho controversies and 
political battles they arc often called 
upon to cover. 


In asking the question, the student 


made the assumption that most of the 
outbreak* of dissent that newspapers de- 
scribe are unexpected — that they are 
always startling emergency type situ- 
ations that can't be predicted In advance. 


The truth, as I tried to explain to the 


student, Is that a reporter almost never 
run* Into n totally unexpected con- 
troversy. Usually. It takes only one quick 
look at the agenda of a board meeting, 
legislative session or committee hearing 
to figure out that a meeting will be more 
than routine. 


For example, when I get a school 


board agenda and sec that the board will 
I||<CUM school attendance boundaries, I 
know there will be arguments. 


1 know that parents whose children 


might be affected by boundary changes 
will show up and ask the board to let 
their children finish at the school they 
hnvc started In. I know that 1 will hear 
the plaint, tcry real In these rapidly 
growing suburbs, that a family can live 
in one house for 15 years and have their 
children attend six or eight schools. 


THE ONE THING that Is always un- 


predictable, however, Is how a school 
board will react to these arguments. In 
the last few weeks, for example, the 
High School Dtst. 214 and Dlst. 211 
boards have faced the problem of setting 
boundaries for a new high school and 
hnvc reacted In entirely different ways. 


THE D1ST. 2tl board, faced with the 


problem of setting boundaries for Buffalo 
Grove High .School, discussed the al- 
ternatives at about eight public meet- 
Ings beginning in August and extending 
thro tgh the time the decision was made. 
Then, when a gruup of Buffalo Grove 
residents still expressed displeasure, the 
board agreed to form a committee to 
study their gripe still further. 


The meetings on the boundaries were 


often long and sometimes heated. At one 
meeting one group of residents would ex- 
press n view and then at the next meet- 
ing another group would arrive to plead 
Its case 


The board members- were always 


patient, even when residents repeated 
each others points or threatened them 
with reprisal at the polls. They kept 
pointing out how the enrollment figures 
compelled them to do certain things, 
even when It was clear some of the au- 
dience wasn't listening. 


IN DIST. Ill the situation was quite 


different. The question of boundaries for 
Hoffman Estates High School was stud- 
ied at length by the district's adminis- 
tration and residents came to one board 
meeting before trc board had alterna- 
tives before It to express their views. 


A month later, the board looked at al- 


ternatives one night at a committee 
meeting and the same week, with con- 
cerned residents present, the board 
adopted Its administrations recommen- 
dation on tho boundaries. 


Residents tried to argue and persuade 


the board and. as usually happens In that 
kind of meeting, several persons started 
talking at once. Board Pros. Robert 
Creek sharply told them. "We arc going 
to have an orderly discussion or we 
aren't going to have a discussion at all." 


Later In the meeting, Creek told the

residents, "There is no way this school 
board or any other can make boundary 
changes and make everybody happy." 


After the board made Its decision, the 


crowd left, convinced, I'm sure, that 
there was no way to change the decision. 


AS YOU can sec, the contrast between 


the two boards is marked. On one hand, 
the Dlst. 214 board publicly agonized and 
tried very hard, if not to please every- 
one, at least to persuade them it was 
doing the best thing. On the other hand, 
the Dlst. 211 board, while it listened to 
residents, basically took the position It 
would not spend long hours trying to per- 
suade — it would simply make the deci- 
sion and let everyone live with it. 


Which system is better? The Dlst. 214 


board, when It finally cuts off debate on 
Us decision, probably will end up with 
some unhappy people, just as Dlst. 211 
did. I suppose you can argue that, since 
people are going to be unhappy anyway, 
you might as well be efficient and not 
drag out a question. 


At the same time, I'll admit I'm un- 


comfortable with any public body that Is 
too self-confident and too quick when it 
makes decisions. And there w%ro mo- 
ments during Dlst. 21l's deliberations 
when I had the feeling they were listen- 
ing to the residents In the same way a 
parent listens to a teen-ager's arguments 
about staying out late at night. The par- 
ent listens, but he's already made up his 
mind. 


So, even though I sometimes get tired 


of covering long, numerous meetings 
about boundary Issues, I have to admit 
I'd rather sec a board have that kind of 
concern for residents than see one that 
takes its actions In quick and almost pre- 
determined fashion. 


I don't know how the icsidcnts of the 


districts involved feel about It, though. 
Maybe we'll find out in April — there's 
an election then.

(hat If one cats a lot of meat It will tend 
lo make one have animal-like character- 
istics. Is this possibly true? 


Now I also read that vegetarians are 


trying to make meat packages contain a 
label that says It Is dangerous to our 
health. What do you think of this? I eat 
meat at least once a day and often twice. 
When I don't have It, I crave It. 


Dear Itcader — I've heard this com- 


mcnt several times about animal meat 
giving a person animal characteristics 
and it's a lot of "baloney." 


Proteins ara made up of building 


blocks called amlno adds, and the hu- 
man body uses only twenty amino acids 
for building and replacing its. structures. 
It uses no other amlno acids. 


These amlno acids arc 
necessary 


whether they are manufactured by the 
body or ingested from food. 


It doesn't make any difference what 


food they come from. Amino adds arc 
plain, stralght-forv ard chemicals, and 
their chemical structure can and has 
been Identified atom by atom, and even 
the exact location and structure that the 


atoms form together to build the amino 
acids. 
. 


THESE SPECIFIC chemicals are the 


same, regardless of whether they come1 


from vegetables, animals, or any other 
source. 
• A lot of suggestions, such as the one 
you mentioned, can only be circulated by 
Individuals who have no knowledge what- 
ever of basic chemistry. '

Now this doesn't mean that you have 


to get your amino acid protein from ani- 
mal sources cither. Many vegetarians 
get along extremely well obtaining all 
the necessary protein elements /rom non- 
meat sources.

Beans are an excellent source of pro- 


tein. If you want to use animal products 
but still avoid meat, you can use egg 
whites and the protein in milk, products.. 


CEREALS contain important proteins 


for the body. But, of course, you must 
have a properly balanced diet, being cer- 
tain not only to get a sufficient amount of 
protein, but also foods of sufficient varie- 
ty to provide all the essential amlno 
acids that the body needs for good 
health. This also means that the diet 
shouldn't be limited solely to meat 
sources from cereal and vegetable foods.

Washington Inaugural Took 2 Weeks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - George Wash- 


Ington was supposed to be Inaugurated 
as first President of tho new United 
States In March, 1700 — but that was 
before newspapers and the metroUncr. 


And because of that, his Inauguration 


really lasted two weeks. 


What with the lag In communications, 


George wasn't officially notified of his 
election until April 13 — a month after 
tho scheduled oath-taking. 


Then It took him two days to prepare 


for the trip from his home In Mount Vcr- 
non. Va., to the temporary capital of tho 
new nation In New York City. 


ONCE HE started out, It took two 


weeks to travel through Alexandria, Va., 
Baltimore, Wilmington, Philadelphia and 
Trenton. 


To cap It off, he mode his grand en- 


trance into Now York on an elaborately 
.decorated ceremonial barge from New 
Jersey. 


The process was drawn out still further 


when a joint congressional committee 
kept him waiting while its members 
quarreled about oath-taking procedures. 


But the swearing-in finally was accom- 


plished. The oath was administered by 
Robert Livingston, chancellor of New 
York at tho time. The tradition of having 
the chief justice of the Supreme Court 
perform the ceremony began with John 
Adams in 1797. • 


Washington's inaugural was April 30, 


1789, cutting-his term short by almost 
two months. 


For this event, as for all others, except 


the inaugural parade, tickets must be 
purchased, but are available only by spe- 
cial invitation. 


At 9 p.m. that night, there will be a 


"Salute to the States," honoring the 50 
governors. It will be held at the Kennedy 
Center for the Performing Arts, and tick- 
ets range from $25 to $100. 


At the Salute to the States, Bob Hope 


and country and western singers Lynn 
Anderson and Ray Stevens will headline 
the show. Hope, Sammy Davis Jr.,1 and 
Frank Sinatra, all cronies of the Presl-' 
dent, chair the Inaugural Entertainment 
Committee. 
. 


On Friday, from 2 • 6 p.m., is tho "Sa- 


lute to America's Heritage" at $10 a 
throw, $5 for children under 12. 


THAT NIGHT there will be three in- 


augural concerts at the Kennedy Center. 
The first, at 7:30 p.m., will be an Ameri- 
can music concert, with Sinatra as em- 
cee and starring Sammy Davis Jr., Les 
Brown and his band, and Laurie Lee 
Schacfer, Miss America, 1972. Tickets go 
for $20 per person, or $250 or $500, the 
latter two entitling the purchaser to 
cocktails and a candlelight dinner follow- 
ing the concert, 
' There also will be a youth concert at 
8:30 p.m., starring soil singer James 
Brown and other rock music stars. Tick- 
ets arc $10 each, with some box seats 
going for $50. 


The third will be the symphonic con- 


cert starring pianist Van Cllburn, the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, tho Los Angeles* 
Master Chorale and the Valley Forge, 
Pa., Military Academy Band. Tickets 
range from $30 to $500, with .the $250 and 
$500 tickets entitling the purchaser to a 
candlelight dinner and cocktails pre- 
ceding the concert. That concert will be 
televised on the public broadcasting net- 
work.

that Is not easily read. He said he fa- 
vored "not radical change but change 
that will work." .The specifics of that 
change will be found In. tho unfinished 
business from his first term and the pro- 
nouncements still to come from his sec-' 
ond. 


He still must give priority to settle- 


ment of the Vietnam War. In addition, 
his "new. American revolution" pro^ 
claimed for domestic policy almost two 
years ago has not been carried out. 


HIS "REVOLUTION" called for a re-'; 


venal of tho flow of power to Washing-, 
ton and a return of it to state and local 
governments ond to the people. This new 
federalism theme ran through his reelec- 
tion campaign on domestic Issues. 


More than three years'elapsed from 


the time be endorsed sharing federal In- 
come tax revenues with state and local 
governments until Congress approved a 
much amended version of Its own.

The welfare reform program he en- 


dorsed at the same time rode a bumpy 
road through the House and died in the 
Senate. 


For the new American revolution out* 


lined In his 1971 state of the union mes- 
sage, he restated those two programs 
and added a major overhaul of cabinet 
departments along with n proposal for 
'.'special revenue sharing" of $11 billion.,- 


This special revenue sharing plan was 


to give state and local governments more 
flexibility hi spending the present "cate- 
gorical aid" money, which is, translated 
by state and local government officials to 
mean excessive federal regulation and 
red tape.

' PRESSURE ;FROM the states and lo- 
cal 
units of government eventually 


prompted. Congress to act on "general 
revenue sharing," allotting them over 
$30 billion In a five-year period. The cab- 
inet changes and special revenue sharing 
were all but. ignored by a Congress which 
was under no similar pressure. 


Voters seldom get enthused about Is- 


sues which Involve moving around on 
charts squares'and lines representing 
government agencies and functions. 
Many developed-an Interest hi general 
revenue sharing, but public Interest tog- 
ged, in the "special" types defined by 
Nixon.

. The bill enacted by Congress in 1972 
did, In fact, contain a form of special 
revenue sharing In the two-thirds of the 
money earmarked for local governments.'

A Quiet Dynamo

That soft-spoken gal with the flashing 


•mile and long honey-colored hair work- 
Big In the library at Oakton Community 
College seems like the quiet, retiring

; That's Barb Bell, Oakton's dynamic 
student coordinator, elected representa- 
tive of 3,000 full-time, part-time, daytime 
•nd nighttime students. She sits In on the 
Trstudcnt Board of Student Affairs, ap- 
flolnU the 3-studont Judicial Board, rep- 
resents the student body at Oakton's 
Board of Trustee meetings, commu- 
nicates personally with classes, works 
directly with student clubs and has a fin- 
} cr in just about every student activity 
tput takes place. 


'"SHE'S GREAT," said Linda Rosen- 
baum. para-professional adviser to the 
Board of Student Affairs. "A real go-get- 
ter. Willing, to work hard. And she gets 
along so well with all types of people." 


Barb is the 20-year-old daughter of 


Skoklo residents Mr. and Mrs. Wayne 
Bell. A graduate of St. Scholastlca High 
School, she entered Oakton In Septem- 
ber, 1970 when the college first opened 
Its doors. 


"It was kind of exciting to get Into 


something so new," she said. 


For 2V4 semesters, Barb was a full- 


time student and a part-time student 
aide In the library. Now a part-time stu- 
dent, she works 15 hours in the library 
each week and puts in anywhere from IS 
to 30 hours a week as student coordina- 
tor. She plans to go on to Northeastern 
University and pursue a career In social 
work. 


APPROVING budgets is no small 


part of Barb's duties. Student activities 
at Oakton are financed by individual $10 


student activity fees plus a portion of 
vending and duplicating machine profits. 
This year there was approximately 
$50,000 to work with, including a balance 
from last year. That's, not small%po- 
tatoes. 


This money finances the activities of 16 


different student clubs and a myriad oth- 
er student activities such as concerts, 
film scries, "koffeehouscs" and student, 
publications. It pays for speakers; it fi- 
nances field trips. 


Barb defeated two male running mates 


and succeeded a male predecessor, the 
school's first student coordinator, when 
the Oakton student body elected her to 
her office lost October. She has been in a 
whirl ever since. 


"I HAVE no real power, per se," she 


stated. "AH decisions arc made by the 
seven members of the Board of Student 
Affairs. But I do have power to in- 
fluence." ' 


When a group of Oakton students with a 


common interest wishes to start a club, 
they go to Barb Bell first. She helps 
them organize and presents their plans 
and philosophy to the Board of Student 
Affairs for approval. 


Sixteen clubs ore now active at Oak- 


ton, each started by the students them- 
selves and each Included In the student 
activities budget. They are: bowling, 
bridge, cheerleaders, chess, Dally Plan- 
et, draft counseling and anti-war group, 
film society, flying, intramurals, photo- 
graphy, poetry, psychology action forum, 
rapping on religions, ski, theater guild 
. and women's liberation. 


THIS SCHOOL year Barb and the 


board launched a good film scries on al- 
ternate Wednesday nights at the school; 
were Involved In a blood donor drive, 
p r o v i d i n g refreshments for donors; 


planned and carried out a "koffee- 
house"; and sponsored.a folk concert 
Time Is also devoted to studying and re- 
vising the board's present constitution. 


"The biggest accomplishment of this 


year's student government is in the area 
of budget Improvement," asserted Linda 
Rosenbaum. "They have done a fabulous 
job. Barb probed the. budget needs of ev- 
ery club and presented them at board 
meetings. She becomes really informed, 


. keeps records and continues with follow- 


up." 


As a representative of Oakton's stu- 


dents, Barb has already attended four 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. She 
represents the students at all public 
events, even conventions. She is present 
at each President's Forum, an open 
m e e t i n g where students may talk 
directly to Oakton's president, Dr. Wil- 
liam Koehnllne. The next forum is sched- 
uled for Jan. 23. 


BARB'S DRIVING ambition as student. 


coordinator is to establish better commu- 
nication, to open the lines between stu- 
dent and student, and student and admin- 
istration. 


It troubles her that there is no inter- 


com announcement facility at Oakton. 
Conveying complete information on stu- 
dent activities is difficult. Not satisfied 
with merely sending memos to teachers 
to make class announcements, Barb has 
taken it upon herself to visit class after 
class and speak to the students person- 
ally. 


"I've made a point of visiting night 


school classes," she said. "So of ten < the 
night student feels he is left out of things, 
or that he is considered unimportant. I 
want to show him that we're interested 
and we care. . 


"Visiting classes is the most important 


thing I'm doing right now."

Coleslaw is a favorite here, too. Even 


hN nibs grumps approvingly, although he 
makci It clear he'd be more taken if It 
had less caraway. I happen to like cara- 
way and maybe overdo it Happily, you 
have a rnnge with slaw and you can cut 
my caraway measures In half If It suits 
your palate better that way. 


Anyway, the quantities here arc for a 


large cabbage, which when grated al- 
most fills a three-quart bowl. Then I add 
two teaspoons of caraway and a sprinkl- 
ing of coarse salt, stir It In and allow It 
to set. 


In another bowl are mixed three table- 


spoons of mayonnaise, four tablespoons 
of sour cream, three tablespoons of sug- 
ar and four tablespoons of white vinegar 
— which gives an ideal (for me) sweet- 
tart taste. I add another teaspoon of 
caraway to this dressing and also allow 
this to set for a few minutes Then it is 
mixed with the cahbnge, usually a few 
hours before dinner. I've nlwjys thought 
it gets tastier with the extra hours.

Blair's Actions 
Hit Confidence 


I Wasn't Expecting Red Carpet Treatment

Slim hopes for a competent per- 


formance by the 78th Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly have been further 
dimmed by the debacle brought 
about by House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, R-Park Forest, following his 
reelection last week. 


Partisan considerations have of- 


ten had too large a part in legisla- 
tive decisions in the House, tra- 
ditionally narrowly divided be- 
tween the two major parlies. This 
year, a tenuous situation in which 
the Republicans hold the narrowest 
possible majority, 80 to 88, has 
been further complicated by a deep 
split in the Republican majority. 


As the result of Blair's refusal to 


honor commitments to the minor- 
ity faction of his party — to which 
he agreed in order to win reelec- 
tion — the Democratic minority 
now appears to be in a stronger 
position than the Republicans for 
securing passage of legislation. 


Though the Democrats have a 


mini-split within their own ranks, 
Minority Leader Clyde Choatc, 
D-Anna, appears in firm control of 
at least 70 votes — compared to the 
SO Republicans who showed them- 
selves as loyal to the speaker. 


According to past performance, 


it would seem likely that Choatc 
stands a better chance to come to 
t h e necessary accommodations 
with the suburban dissidents in his 
party, and to attract a handful of 
Republican votes for his programs, 
than Blair docs of soothing the 20 
Republicans he deeply angered by 
backing out on his agreement. 


With 80 votes required for pas- 


sage of any measure in the House, 
Choatc seems to be in the position 
of power. 


The situation of a man wielding 


the vast power of the spcakcrship 
and being unable to use it to pass 


his party's legislative program is a 
definite possibility in the 78th Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


After Blair made it evident that 


he would not keep his agreements 
on appointments to the Republican 
leadership, there were immediate 
cries for his ouster from the speak- 
er's post. To accomplish this, 
how- 


ever, would require a coalition, of 
Democrats- and Republicans a'nd 
selection of a compromise candi- 
date. The House members were 
unable to accomplish this during 
weeks of political maneuvering, 
however, and it is unlikely that an 
effort to remove Blair would ac- 
complish more than further bitter- 
ness among all the factions. 


There arc for too many political 


considerations in the passage of 
legislation in Springfield, and we 
would hope that individual legisla- 
tors would judge each bill on its 
merits. In a legislative process 
where the workload requires repre- 
sentatives to base many of their 
judgments on the word of those 
closest to a particular issue, how- 
ever, it will not be surprising to see 
issues defeated by Republicans 
simply because they are favored 


Blair retained the leadership of 


his party in the House, but in doing 
so destroyed much of the con- 
fidence which legislators arc en- 
titled to have in the speaker. 


It may be that he can restore a 


measure of confidence by keeping 
f u r t h e r agreements he made, 
which would reduce his arbitrary 
powers and allow legislators to 
function as true representatives of 
the people, and not as lackeys to 
the leadership. 


If he fails to do that, we would 


i n d e e d urge Republicans and 
Democrats to join forces to elimi- 
nate him from power.

Nelson Lowry, the district's di- 


rector of non-instructional person- 
nel, recalls that when Prospect 
opened "wo had as tough a situ- 


ation as you ever saw in your life. 
When we set the boundaries Ar- 
lington was being split. It was a 
real challenge to open a new 
school." 


Residents of the district, accus- 


tomed to a district with only one 
high school, were afraid the new 
school would not be as good as the 
old. They told each other the school 
would not be fully accredited and 
that its athletic teams would be in- 
ferior.

But Prospect and its principal 


proved the fears wrong. The princi- 
pal may not be able to take full 
credit for the successes of a school, 
but as school board members will 
tell you when they hire a principal, 
he is a very' important part of any 
school's first years.

, and only — principal. He Is" being 
buried today. 


He should be remembered as a 


quiet, dedicated man who led Pros- 
pect High School in its beginning — 
and into the present, where it 
serves, the-Northwest suburbs so 
well. 


Diabetes 6An Unknown Disease' 


To some, diabetes is a distant disease 


which can be treated with an occasional 
Injection of insulin. To others, especially 
parents of diabetic children, the fifth 
leading cause of death In the United 
Slates requires a scries of difficult life 
adjustments. 


In the Herald during the past two 


weeks, there's been a lively debate over 
the upbringing of children who suffer 
from this disease. A Herald scries in ear- 
ly January quoted the Marshall Furcrs 
of Mount Prospect as stressing the prob- 
' lems created by the dlsoase. Others have 
argued, however, that children can ad- 
just relatively easily to the disease. 


Today, Marshall Purer answers the 


critics — and we. invite you, the reader, 
to get in on the dialogue, too.

On Jan. 12 there was published in the 


Fence Post two letters of rebuttal per- 
taining to your second of a three part 
scries on child diabetes. Both ladies took 
exception to the statement about diabetic 
children not living a normal life. This 
statement, ladles, was made by Mr., not 
Mrs., Furer, which I bring up only to 
show how closely you read the article. 


One said, "Count your blessings" that 


the child is not spastic or retarded. 
Would she tell a paraplegic to count his 
blessings that he's not a quadraplcglc? 
Would she tell a blind man how lucky he 
is not to be deaf as well? Sure, child 
diabetics live less of an abnormal life 
compared to children otherwise afflicted, 
however this is no consolation. Parents 
want their children to be completely nor- 
mal. Why should parents'of diabetic chil- 
dren count their blessings just because 
some other child is worse off? ' 


Mrs. Augustin compares the taking of 


insulin injections to digitalis, antihista- 
mines and false teeth. I'm not that 
knowledgeable about heart conditions so 
I'll pas- over digitalis. However, if a per- 
son doesn't take his antihistamine, he'll 
sneeze a lot. If a person doesn't slip in 
his false teeth, eating is more difficult. If 
a diabetic doesn't take his insulin, he 
dies. How can she possibly make these 
kinds of comparisons? She mentions Ron 
Santo and Mary Tyler Moore living nor- 
mal lives. Ron became diabetic at '18 
years of age and Mary was even older, 
(hardly children). Neither of these 
people acknowledged their disease at 
first because to do so would have meant 
an end to their "normal" way of life. 
Ron eventually shaped up and Mary al- 
most died before she took this disease 
seriously. 


Is it normal for a child to be forced to 


cat on time every day whether he's hun- 
gry or not? Is it normal to visit the doc- 
tor for some minor injury for fear of 
gangrene? Is it normal for a child not to 
be allowed to stand in line with his 
friends at the Good Humor truck because 
he just finished his afternoon snack? Is it 
normal for a long-term diabetic male to 
be impotent? (If a pro-school'child be- 
comes diabetic, by the time he or she 
reaches the early twenties, they are con- 
sidered long term.) According to Dr. Et- 
zwller of the Diabetic Education Center 
of Minneapolis, impotency is not rare. Is 
it normal for a long term diabetic female 
not to be able to have children? This con- 
dition admittedly is a lot better now than 
it was 20 years ago but nevertheless still 
not rare today. Severe circulation, heart, 
nerves, kidney, bladder and eye prob- 
lems arc also not rare in the long term 
diabetic. I could go on and on with these 
"is it normal" examples. Mrs. Augustin 
asks "what constitutes a normal life"? 
I'm sure our definitions vary greatly. 


How fortunate she Is that her son be- 


came diabetic at the age of 6 instead of 
1%. She boasts that she and her husband 
went out at night from the. time they

brought their 6-year-old home from the 
hospital. Perhaps in another year and a 
half, when Julie is 6, the Furcr's social 
life will surpass theirs. As the article 
clearly points out, it's a lot easier now 
than it was when Julie was an infant and - 
couldn't communicate or urinate on de- 
mand. I wonder if the Augustlns ever 
had the experience of arriving home af- 
ter a evening out and 10 minutes later 
having their son go into a severe insulin 
reaction with locked jaws. A baby sitter 
could hardly give sweetened orange juice 
under these conditions. An immediate 


shot of glucagon is called for. If this did 
happen to them, I wonder if they would 
have asked themselves the question, 
"what if we had stayed out a little long- 
er, what would have happened to our 
son"? Perhaps if they did experience 
•this trauma, they would have had second 
thoughts about their social life. 


It was very nice of Mrs. Augustin to 


"not presume to disagree with Mrs. Fu- 
rer about the severity of insulin reac- 
tion." I think she would have been well 
advised not to disagree with anything 
said in the article. The purpose of the 


article primarily was to educate the gen- 
eral public about this dread disease 
which no one seems to know much about. 
So to nitpick about a very small part of 
the article instead of joining the band 
wagon, only tends to put doubts in the 
minds of non-diabetics as to the severity 
of this disease. It's people like the ones 
who wrote the rebuttal that make it diffi- 
cult to obtain funds for diabetic research. 
They paint such a rosy picture of this 
dread disease that the public doesn't con- 
sider diabetic research a worthy enough 
cause for their charity dollar.

We read your articles on diabetics and 


were greatly pleased that finally dome- 
thing was being said about this disease, 
especially pertaining to the way it affects 
the child and its family. Too long it has 
been kept a secret from the public .Even 
now some parents are objecting to the 
writing of these articles because their 
children might have some sort of stigma 
put on them or that the children will be- 
come frightened after reading about the 
complications. These children are smar- 


ter than their parents give them credit. 
If they know what can happen, they are 
more likely to strive to keep themselves 
regulated.

ticle about Mrs. Furer's experiences with 
her young daughter. There Is quite a dif- 
ference between an infant becoming dia- 
betic and a six-year-old child.

promote* the American Dream, his life 
was taken by a man infflicted by the 
same disease that Dr. King was fighting 
— hate. Although the dreamer is dead, 
his dream is alive and flourishing; yes, 
even in suburbia. 


In honor of Dr. King, the Southern 


Christian Leadership Conference has de- 
clared Jan. -14 through Jan. 20 as Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Week. Dur- 
ing this week, we urge teachers' to re- 
view with their students the words of the 
Pledge of Allegiance, the Declaration of 
Independence, the National Anthem and 
the United States Constitution. The full 
meaning of the words contained in these 
great documents.and songs must be un- 
derstood, respected and protected.1

We urge churches to review the words 


love, mercy, and justice. •' . 


We urge each man, woman, and child 


to pray for peace. We urge those persons 
who find themselves justifying then: hate 
for people who are different from them- 
selves to look within themselves and re- 


, ject the hate that they really have for 


themselves. Only by re-committing our 
lives to the principles of love, forgive- 


' ness, and justice will our lives take on 
i true meaning. • 
I. Dr. King believed that it was wrong to 
; force black Americans to vacate their 
; seats on a bus-to white people, solely 
' because they were black. He moved to 


* correct this practice because he believed 
• that America could live-up to its creed 


that all Americans have a right to life, 
liberty, and happiness. Dr. King was con- 
cerned that often America failed to 
practice in this country what it preached 
in foreign lands. He believed that if we 
really love our fellow man, this love will 
be reflected in our dally lives. No other 


word is used as much in the English lan- 
guage as "love;" yet, it is a word that is 
seldom understood. We really do not love 
our fellow man if he needs a home and is 
excluded only because of his skin color 
or the lack of adequate dollars in his 
pocket. Unless we become involved, we 
should not talk of brotherly love when 


' the elderly of our community are 


wrecked with disease, and forgotten. 


A study of the life of Dr. King serves 


to promote a'greater understanding of 
how far we have come in America; yet, 
it shows how far we have to go. Dr. King 
realized that the price to pay for smooth- 
ing the troubles of America could take 
his life; however, he was not • con- 
cerned with longevity. He was concerned 
about people. 


As we look back only a few years ago 


to the state of Georgia, a state swelter- 
ing withhate against blacks, Jews and 
Catholics, we can visualize Martin Lu- 
ther King as a small boy, singing in the 
church choir, and delivering a weekly 
newspaper. His belief that God helped 
those that help themselves served to in- 
spire him to achieve academically. He 
was only 15 years of age when he entered 
Boston University. Like most college 
freshmen, he was unsure what he wanted 
to study; however, because of cruel acts 
that he had observed against blacks, he 
knew that he wanted to become involved 
In helping black and oppressed people. 
Like his grandfather'and his father, he' 
soon decided to become a minister. While 


- in college he met Coretta Scott, and they 


soon married. In 1954, the Kings moved 
to Montgomery, Alabama where he be- 
came the minister of the Dexter Baptist 
Church. Within one year, he received his 
doctorate degree. 


The next fourteen years, Dr. King 


faced waterhoses, homemade bombs, 


' gasoline torches, snarling dogs,' funerals 


and despair. Many blacks and whites 
were beaten, killed, and imprisoned in 
their attempt to end racism in America. 
Finally, in 1968, while helping a group of 
Americans that pick up the refuge of our 
lives — garbage collectors — his life was 
taken.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Steam gcncr- 


atcd by rumblings deep Inside the earth 
may bo a big part of the answer to the 
energy crisis." 
Gcothcrmal energy could be the most 


extensive and economical alternative to 
fossil fuels, Joseph Barnes recently told 
n United Nations symposium. 


Barnes, director of resources and 


transport at the U.N., said sources of 
Rcolhcrmal energy are indicated in over 
SO nations. 


"It Is likely that geothcrmal energy in- 


dications will prove more frequent than 
petroleum indications, and in SO years, 
geothcrmal energy will be recognized as 
an energy resource of even greater sig- 
nificance than petroleum," he added. 


Barnes pointed out that gcothermnl 


sources occur in virtually every geologi- 
cal environment, but petroleum sources 
arc limited to sedimentary areas of the 
world. 


IN THE' United Slates, the devel- 


opment of geothcrmal energy was slated 
as a "national goal" by the Steam Act of 
1070, and President Nixon further urged 
such exploitation In his "energy mes- 
sage" of Juno 4,1071. 


Fifth-eight million acres of Federal 


lands In 14 states have been designated 
as possible sites to bo leased to private 
Industry for geothcrmal exploration. A 
source at the U.S. Interior Department 
reports explorations at 460,800 acres of 
Federal land north of San Francisco, 
called "The Geysers." 


According to Jeff Newman, director of 


the Center for Energy Information, a pri- 
vate, nonprofit organization, Union Oil 
Co., Getty Oil Co., Mngna Energy Co., 
Gulf Oil Co., Thermal Power Co., and 
The Signal Companies are exploring or 


drilling for geothermal energy at "The 
Geysers." 


The Interior Department said two oth- 


er areas should be opened this year in 
California: the 794,880-acre "Long Val- 
ley" area near Mono Lake, and the 
1,094,400-acre "Imperial Valley" area 
near the Mexican border. 


Before any sites are opened for geo- 


thcrmal development, the Interior De- 
partment must file a final environmental 
impact statement under terms laid down 
by the Environmental Policy Act.' 


The Sierra Club and other environmen- 


tal groups fear that geothermal power 
plants may result In noise and hydrogen 
sulflde pollution. They say such plants 
could cause pollution to nearby under- 
ground and surface streams. ' 


OVER THE YEARS, a number of geol- 


ogists have said the presence of under- 
ground water may help the stability of 
the earth's surface, particularly in areas 
where earthquake activity is high. In 
fact, injecting water Into California's San 
Andreas fault has often been proposed as 
a preventive measure against earth- 
quakes. 


Exploitation of underground-sources of 


water for energy, especially in fault 
areas such as those proposed In Califor- 
nia, would seem to run counter to the 
warnings of these geologists. 


Nonetheless, a recent National Science 


Foundation study on geothcrmal energy, 
chaired by the former Secretory of the 
Interior Walter J. Hlckcl said "geother- 
mal energy may prove to be the 'clea- 
nest' source of convertible power readily 
available to man." 


Some 132,000 megawatts could be pro- 


duced by geothcrmal resources in this 
country by 1985, the report said. Current 
U.S. output is 350,000 megawatts.

"Oddly enough," the authors con-

Again, cost per mile can vary consid- 


erably for the owner whose type of driv- 
ing and annual mileage differ from the 
"typical" on which these figures are 
based.

I don't think he could be 
any other way, and the result is that the 
right man and the right medium came 
together so effectively that he became a 
television legend while still a young man. 


Not only could he be no other way than 


he is, but he wouldn't even attempt it 
His attitude, plain for all to see is. Look, 
if you think that at this point in my life 
I'm going to change in what I am and 
what I think is worthwhile in the world, 
then think again. If things work on this 
show, fine. If not, it's not the end of the 
world..! can go off to Africa again, or 
read a book, or make another docu- 
mentary. Television Is nice, but not the 
only thing. 


THERE IS, in short, a continuity to.hls 


appearances rather than just a bunch of 
impersonal gags and sketches. And I 
think what he was doing by instinct last 
week in bringing on some of his old video 
pals, and showing home movies about 
such things as his Interest in animals, 
was to try to bridge the period in which 
he was away from a regular series. 


THE MIXTURE of new and old began 


to fill in gaps and give texture to the 


proceedings so there is something on 
which to build future outings — some- 
' thing beyond one-liners that disappear 
into the night by comics with facility and 
even talent, but little or no originality. 


As for the ratings, Paar gave NBC-' 


- TV's Johnny Carson a run for his money 
in New York City, although Carson had 
more of an edge in Los Angeles. But 
that's the business of network book- 
keepers. 


For viewers, all that should matter is 


whether a show is stimulating, regard- 
less of its longevity. Let the bookkeepers 
worry about quantity. 


FINALLY, A COMMENT about the 


question, "Is he the same old Paar?" 
Well, of course there are the same in- 
stincts and a basic continuity of ap- 
proach and numerous similarities — but 
Just as surely he Is not the same old 
Paar. How dreadful it would be if a man 
didn't widen his scope in a decade. 


Why would anyone want him to be ex- 


actly the same? When he left the 
"Tonight" show, which he built up, he 
was merely a remarkable entertainer. 
Since then, through his documentaries, 
he has grown into a~ first-rate social jour- 
nalist as well. He doesn't wear funny 
hats.

Questions 
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Revamped Tourney Setup Puzzles Many Coaches

The immediate reaction is a positive 


one. 


Later the doubts come. 


And in the long run, the lineups for 


wrestling district and sectional com- 
petition raise more questions than they 
answer In 1073. 


This is not unique. Coaches and partici- 


pants have been pondering over the play- 
off situation In all Illinois sports for what 
seems like eons. It's safe to say that no 
so billion dollar computer coupled with 
all the heart at the South Pole and all 
Iho soul In Harlem will ever devise a 
playoff system that everyone finds equi- 
table. 


But maybe a one-day trip through the 


Northwest suburbs would help a bit. 


The suburbs are, after all where It's 


at: Specifically, for wrestling at least, 


the suburbs to the north and west of Chi- 
cago. 


It doesn't take a computer to figure 


that of 72 top finalists downstate last 
year (first through sixth places at 12 
weights), nearly half, or 33, come from 
what are the northern and western sub- 
urban sectional sites this winter. 


Two years ago ten of the 24 grapplcrs 


In the state finals came from schools 
now entered in these sectionals. This 
doesn't even include the matmen from 
DcKalb and Mundeleln who hove now 
been shifted out toward Rockford. 


Just for the immediate Evanston Sec- 


tional area compare 19 (of those 72 '72 
finalists) with six for Bclvidere, six for 
East Molinc, six for Normal and eight 
for Wood River, not to even mention Chi- 
cago. 


"What they've done is put six of tho 


best districts.in the state into one hop- 
per," shrugged Elk Grove's John Moore, 


one who is distinctly opposed to the re- 
vamped setup. "Anybody with a good 
team like Maine East is bound to get 
hurt under this kind of setup," he added. 


The first reaction to this new setup, 


which features six districts feeding Into a 
sectional rather than four, is • good one. 
By trimming down the number of entries 
at each district, every team has a better 
chance of advancing their charges one 
notch at least. 


But then: 
"It looks like we've got a new meat- 


grinder," offered Rick Gerz of Schaum- 
burg. "I have to question some of the 
motivation behind a system that has 
buses passing each other on their way to 
tho sectionals." 


Gerz cited Llbertyville district win- 


ners, who go to Belvidere outside of 
Rockford, passing by Antioch representa- 
tives on their way I* Evanston as a good 
example. 


There are any number of similar ex- 


amples to this type of reasoning. Luther 
North of Chicago for instance, now com- 
peting at Lake Forest and Prospect kids 
.going all the way to Ridgewood in Nor- 
rldge while next door neighbors zip over 
to Rolling Meadows. 


But this sort of crisscrossing might 


just be a cure for rather than an ill of 
the system, if it could be worked out 
properly. With so much talent concen- 
trated in one area, it seems only fair that 
it be spread out to afford more grapplcrs 
an opportunity to get down state. 


"Otherwise you have perhaps four of 


five good kids competing for just two 
spots at one place while two mediocre 
wrestlers earn C« same honors some- 
where else," «*ded Moore. 


Obviously this means the 16 wrestlers 


who eventually earn those coveted berths 
in the state finals at each weight are not 
going to necessarily be the 16 best in the 
state otherwise. 


And in the past, lopsided opening round 
scores have hinted of precisely this mal- 
ady. 


Are there any other tonics which could 


help? Tom Porter, whose Hersey club 
has won the last two state tournaments, 
thinks a seating system for some of the 
better teams might help. 


"I don't know how they arrived at the 


present arrangement. I think the section- 
als might be a little better balanced but 
there are sill some questionable situ- 
ations, like having Fenton come over our 
way and bunching all the Arlington 
Heights schools in together." 


Continued Porter,1 "I'd like to see them 


seat the top 20 teams in the state. It 
might also help to break the playoffs 
down into two separate tournaments, to 
encourage some of the smaller schools to 
activiate wrestling programs." 


Not all the area coaches are concerned 


with the new alignments. Wheeling's Bob 
Schulze and Palatine's Bob Sonneman 


have accepted the news with affirmative 
or at least resigned reactions. 


"The sectionals are always going to be 


tough," noted Sonneman, who figures his 
club Is still a year away. "I kind of like 
our district now, though," he continued. 
"They've taken two of the tougher teams 
out of it so our chances are improved." 


Schulze, whose Wildcats have headed 


up toward Mundelein the past few years, 
has a similar opinion about the playoffs. 
"I think it was more convenient for us 
before and worked to our advantage but 
we could do just as well this year 
through the district at least I think our 
sectional is more difficult now, but we'll 
cross that road when we get to it" 


Everyone in the Evanston sectional 


will eventually cross that road. It's not 
going to be rerouted now. Whether it's 
the most equitable remains to be seen. 
What does look rather inevitable is that 
it should be one barnburner of a tourna- 
ment. 


A Fast Finish To Duel 
Portion Of MSL Season 


While nobody was looking, a wrestling 


season ended last weekend. 


The campaign reaching its conciliation 


was tho Mid-Suburban League's dual 
meet wrestling slate. Although the con- 
ference tournament Is nearly a month 
away and most clubs still have several 
meets remaining with loop foes, for all 
Intents and purposes tho points for the 
regular season have been dlwlcd up al- 
ready.

"That's very Indicative of Just how 


deeply Involved Al Kullcke was In the 
Prospect sports program," District 214 
Superintendent Dr. Edward Gilbert said 
of tho woman's remark. "The people of 
this community expected him to be 
there. That's as sound a testimony that

you'd anticipate from someone who regu- 
larly attended sports functions at Pros- 
pect." 


Through a noticeably subdued atmos- 


phere Monday morning, Dr. Gilbert 
came across the public address system 
at Prospect and "stopped students In 
their tracks," according to Knight foot- 
ball coach Don Williams, "with the mov- 
ing message he delivered. 


"From my standpoint," Williams con- 


tinued, "I used to bo disappointed If Mr. 
Kullckc failed to come into our dressing 
room following a game. I wasn't dis- 
appointed very often. Ho'd want to be the 
first one to congratulate the players — 
win or lose. 


"At the beginning of a seaion, he 


wouldn't come to me and nay. 'We have 
to win this year.' Instead he'd auk 'How 
many kliU ilo we have out for the pro- 
gram?' and 'How does It look this 
ycnr?' " 


"Ho was just a tremendous supporter 


of high school sports," reiterated District 
Coordinator of Physical Welfare and 
Driver Education Howard Lester, Pros- 
pect's first athletic director. 


"Ho was very religious In his support 


of the Prospect Booster Club and ho 
made them function — not under pres- 
sure or strain — but because they en- 
joyed working under him. 


"It's very difficult to express my feel- 


ing In words," Lester continued. "He 
was just n great person — educationally 
and 
athletically — in perfect com- 


plementary proportions to each other. Ha 
was a completely honest man who (old 
you his convictions and why." 


A veteran of over 30 yean of icrvlcc In 


the district. Kullckc brought a itmllar re- 
sponse from the Knights' Initial football 
coach Dill Bcckmon, presently Forest 
View's athletic director. 


"The thing you hove to realize," Beck- 


man remembered, "is that in the begin- 
ning, getting Prospect underway was a 
challenge, both educationally and athlet- 
ically. 


"He nc\er missed a game while I was 


coaching and I think this reflected Pros- 
pect's relatively absent transitional peri- 
od before becoming a full-fledged con-- 
tender. 


"He was greatly instrumental in get- 


ting Prospect off on the right foot. His 
recognition of sports made our jobs 
much easier." 


Prospect's athletic facilities always 


welcomed the unusual or the extra- 
vagant. When the Knight teams were not 
employing 
the 
various 
gymnasiums, 


tracks or fields, Kullcke was busy rank- 
ing arrangements. 


He invited the Northwest Travelers' 


professional basketball team to call 
Prospect its home, or accepted the dis- 
trict track meet again, or staged the ft- • 
nals of the state gymnastics champion- 
ships again or Introduced the Roller Der- 
by to the Northwest suburbs or wel- 
comed the Chicago Bulls to make a pre- 
season appearance, or many, many other 
Innovations. 


"I can always recall receiving a bid to 


host a state meet and approaching him 
with the news," Prospect's present ath- 
letic director Gcorgo Gattas said. 


"You could see the twinkle in his eyes 


with the thought that Prospect would be 
the site of an important athletic event. 
He took pride in putting on contests. Ho 
liked to sec our facilities in use." 


'He was a great believer In sports — a 


friend of athletics," echoed Prospect's 
original baikctbnll coach and now Her- 
scy's athletic director Dick Klnncman. 


"He sought the big tournaments out of 


pride and love for sports. He will always 
be remembered as a leader — a most 
honorable leader — who commanded re- 
spect and received it." 


Alvln Kulickc's rapport with his stu- 


dents was another admirable attribute. 
He could frequently be found discussing 
tho issues of the day during the hectic 
passing periods in the middle of the 
halls. 


Nothing supcrccded the welfare of his 


students, whether it was while his mas- 
terful voice bellowed the National An- 
them prior to the state gymnastics meet 
or while casting a vote for tho proposed 
state football playoff. 


"I'd go Into his office with the recom- 


mendations of my coaches," Gattas 
added. "You could sense that he was 
very cognizant of any proposal dealing 
with sports long before I stepped Into his 
office. 


He was especially cooperative be- 


cause ho knew that my recommendations 
reflected tho thinking of tho coaches and 
myself, but he'd investigate the matter 
further — just for his own benefit — be- 
fore casting his vote." 


The title "principal" 
seemed 
in- 


significant for Alvin Kullckc. He was 
more than a principal at Prospect High 
School for the past IS years. 


He was a pioneer, an educational wiz- 


ard, a sports enthusiast... a legend.

Notebook 


'<by Bob Holiday 


IT'S DIFFICULT to say whether the 


writer of a back-of-thc-book editorial 
really meant to take on the entire news- 
paper establishment of the State of Illi- 
nois, but the words used in a pica to 
"conservationists both within and with- 
out tho Department of Conservation" to 
lend assistance to the continuation of "Il- 
linois Conservation Today" could certain- 
ly be so interpreted. 


"Illinois Conservation Today" is, ac- 


cording to tho magazine Itself, "the offi- 
cial publictlon of the Illinois Department 
of Conservation." The December Issue, 
xvhich arrived In January, has articles of 
Interest to Illinois sportsmen, including 
the explanation of a "Four-phase" devel- 
opment plan for public development of 
the Lake Michigan shoreline by the De- 
partment. It was written by Ted Ka- 
vadas. a department executive of broad 
experience. 


Another interesting article was written 


by John Calhoun, tho capable gamo bio- 
logist in the department. Calhoun's ar- 
ticle deals with the continuing devel- 
opment of the wild turkey in Illinois. 


There arc also articles by other depart- 


ment heads, Including one on waterfowl 
by George Arthur, with color pictures, 
yet! 


In the case of tho three articles men- 


tioned, they arc Informative, interesting 
and optimistic, each filled with new and 
useful Information. 


Then comes the lobbying section, 


which U what Invariably gets a "depart- 
ment" magazine Into trouble. Executive 
Kitllor John Warren ipent four pages of 
the mngailne lo eventually reach the 
point »ia! Ihe reason Illinois fishing Isn't 
no hot Is that there never Is enough mon- 
ey lo spend. He winds up Ihe article 
pointing out that Ihe state shouldn't de- 
pend on such private groups, such as 
Salman Unlimited and others for "stop 
gap" measures designed to try lo bolster 
a rather llwomc situation. He points out 
that Ihe function Is that of state govern- 
ment. Heck, most of us have suspected 
thai for a tot of years! 


Finally, on pngo 23, Is the "editorial" 


pleading for a continued existence for the 
magazine. 


Apparently Warren, and some others 


In the department, can't remember a 
magazine that the state personnel de- 
partment used to publish. It, too, was fi- 
nanced by funds voted through the state 
legislature. It, too, began as a helpful 
organ of communication. Then, It quickly 
developed Its own editorial approach to 
department problems and began, with 
rather forceful articles, to attempt to 
bring pressure on state legislators In 
matters of interest to tho "personnel" 
readership. 


The legislators, quite logically, decided, 


that since the magazine now seemed to 
represent the Interests of tho employes, 
rather than the employers, the funding 
should come from tho benefactors .. .the 
readers. One legislator put It this way: 
"I felt we were paying a rather high 
price to have ourselves lobbied by state 
employes. If they wish to lobby, that is 
their privilege. But I couldn't see spend- 
ing tax money on their programs that 


were planned to benefit the personnel de- 
partment and add to the taxpayers' bur- 
den." 


"Illinois Conservation Today" stales 


(hat (he magazine Is required as the de- 
partment's prime means of public com- 
munication. They don't mention why, 
and how, their press relationship has de- 
teriorated over the years (and years and 
years) so that Ihcy can no longer depend 
on the public press, radio and TV for 
exposure and explanation of programs 
and accomplishments. 


Tho magazine, in fact, says that pro- 


grams of conservation in Illinois have 
"little chance for public understanding" 
without their magazine. The explanation 
Is that the programs involve "in-depth 
rationale and detailed description, which 
can best bo handled (get ready) by a 
style of delicate illustrated writing that 
is provided by magazine-type media." 


Well, contrary to popular opinion, most 


of us who hack around city rooms and 
political sub-stations such as the public- 
ity department of the Department of 
Conservation, have been exposed to hon- 
cst-to-goodncss schoolhouscs. Some of us 
can even read without moving our lips. 
There may even be a handful of writers 
somewhere In this big state, who are ca- 
pable of understanding and expression in 
whatever style is required to inform our 
readers. Some of us might even be able 
to get an Idea across without showing 
pictures every time. 


One thing is certain; you don't get pic- 


tures from tho Department of' Con- 
servation, although they seemed to have 
them available for their own magazine. 
Two of the articles, likewise, in the 
magazine have never been made avail- 
able to the public press, perhaps because 
of our lack of in-depth rationale ... or 
delicacy, or something. 


Two more points, and then I'll stop 


taking this whole thing personally. The 
editorial claims that If the legislature 
will give it money to keep'going, It can 
be supported wholly by subscribers In a 
matter of a year or two. 


Hogwash! Only Consumers Report is 


wholly self-supporting. Even Readers Di- 
gest began accepting advertising. And Il- 
linois Conservation Today is neither of 
those. It would, if it continues to require 
tax dollars to support it. 


The ncxt-to-lost paragraph of the edito- 


rial assumes that the writer Is speaking 
for tho department personnel as he says 
they feel the magazine Is in the public 
interest and that "tu" -'Mtc's right to 
know must not be abridged." 


This latter phrase is absolutely correct 


(if not original). Except that the maga- 
zine might not be necessary as a "means 
of communication" with the public If the 
department would simply learn to com- 
municate with the press. 
: The public right to know won't be 
"abridged," because editors throughout 
the state, desk men and even lowly col- 
umnists are often .capable of sifting 
.through Information and coming up with 
a fair and accurate approach to a story. 
• Why,, some of us can even'take "deli- 
cate Illustrated writing" and make It in- 
teresting and readable.

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Three-Man Group 
To Seek Airport 
Problem Solution 


by Rich Honack 


A three-man Pal-Waukce Steering 


Committee was announced at tho Wheel- 
ing Village board meeting Monday night. 
Tho committee's job is to try to find a 
way to solve the problems between tho 
village and the neighboring airport. 


There Is one problem — neither side 


wants to talk to tho other. 


The steering committee is'headed by 


William Rogers, with Wheeling residents 
Ron Cole and Robert Watts as the other 
members. Tho group will centralize all 
pertinent Information and hopefully find 
a satisfactory solution to the differences 
between tho village and airport. 


Rogers said yesterday, however, that 


he docs not seo his committee talking 
with airport owner George Pricstcr to 
try to settle differences that may be 
found. "Evcrytlme wo talked to him In 
tho past we got nowhere and got a lot of 
excuses.. Wo feel we'd do better to com- 
pile some facts and try to go back to 
court." 


ON THE other side of the fence, Prics- 


tcr doesn't caro if Rogers wants to meet 
with him. "I have plenty to do without 
sitting down and discussing things with 
Rogers. It Is useless to discuss something 
with someone who Is not knowledgeable 
of aviation or lu l«ws. And even II we 
try to explain things to him, as we hnvo 
In tho post, ho doesn't believe us any- 
way," said Pricstcr. 


Pricstcr said if the village could find 


someone who knew aviation laws ho 
would bo more than happy to discuss any 
problems. 


Rogers said ho will not discuss any- 


thing directly with tho Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) cither. "They do 
the same thing. They are always making 
excuses. They say one thing and then 


write a letter saying another," he ex- 
plained. 


The Pol-Wnukce critic said his two fel- 


low commlttccmcn are familiar with 
the problems of the airport. In a letter to 
the village trustees he said, "Both of 
these men have given much of their time 
and efforts in the past and I am sure we 
will continue to get their continued full 
participation." 


ASIDE FROM serving on the steering 


committee, Cole is also a member of the 
Dlst. 21 School Board .and is also a li- 
censed pilot. 
. Rogers told the trustees it is the ulti- 
mate goal of tho committee to coexist 
peacefully with "tho noisy neighbor to. 
the south," meaning the airport. 


"However, we are resolute that the 


safety and well-being of the Wheeling 
residents must bo paramount to tho ex- 
pansion of facilities and operations at 
Pal-Waukee." 


Ho added that his committee's first job 


will bo to investigate the position of the 
threshold lights and the position of tho 
glide pattern Into the airport. 


ROGERS CHARGES that the two are 


both Incorrect, and that his committee 
will report its findings to the village. 
. Pricstcr said, "That's the problem. If 
Rogers knew anything about aviation he 
would see that tho threshold lights are 
considered "displaced lights," and every 
pilot flying In here knows that. 


"As for the glide slope, he would know 


we have a step-down pattern, and will 
have until we get tho new Instrument 
landing system (ILS). Wo are working 
with the FAA to do everything possible 
to make this a safer and guieter airport 
and wo still get attacked," said a dis- 
gusted Pricstcr. 


Tho committee will submit a resume to 


the village board on all its concerns with- 
in the next few weeks.

The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vch'lclc stickers were sent 
through the malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion In which tho on-ogaln, off- 
again tax b being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why tho county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after It 
was submitted by County Board Free. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower;. and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1972, Dunne reported early In 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until tho 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it."

The only hurdle remaining between 


Clearbrook Center's proposed live-in fa- 
cility for mildly and moderately men- 
tally retarded adults Is the Arlington 
Heights Village Board. 


The Arlington Heights Zoning Board o. 


Appeals late Monday unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution recommending that 
tho village board give approval to a land- 
use variation that would allow Clear- 
brook to lease the convent of Our Lady of 
the Wayside parish, 432 S. Mitchell, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


It was revealed at the ZBA hearing 


that approval of a lease agreement be- 
tween the parish and the Clearbrook Cen- 
ter of Rolling Meadows has already 
come from the Chicago Archdiocese. 
John Cardinal Cody has signed the lease 
agreement on behalf of the archdiocese, 
which owns the convent. But the lease Is 
not final until the land-use variance Is 
granted by Arlington Heights. 


If the village docs give the green light 


to the project, the lease will commence 
June 15 and run for three years. The an- 
nual rent Clearbrook must pay is $12,000. 
Byrn Witt, Clearbrook director, said at 
the hearing that an additional $15,000 will 
be spent to upgrade the convent. Funds 
will come from state grants. 


In his closing arguments before tho 


ZBA, State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
It-Arlington Heights, indicated to the 
board that Clearbrook may take its case 
to court should the variation not be ap- 
proved. Schlickman is the attorney for 
Clearbrook Center. 


Speaking to the arguments of some 


residents in the audience that land val- 
ues around the convent would decrease if 
Clearbrook moves In, Schlickman said 
there Is not a court In this country that 
would allow discrimination against the 
retarded adults that would live In the fa- 
cility.

An Arlington Heights man has been 


convicted o( four counts of conspiracy 
and fraud In connection with o trial of 13 
persons charged with raking in $1 million 
In loan fees through a phony church affi- 
liation. 


Alex Gnus Jr., 48.1132 Carlylc Ct., was 


found guilty Monday of the conspiracy 
and fraud charges, but was found In- 
nocent of fraud by wire. Three other de- 
fendants were found guilty on various 
counts of the Indictment, but nine others 
were found innocent on all charges. 
Among these was alleged syndicate mob- 
ster James Catuara. 


Also found Innocent of all charges was 


Louis Rosanova, 49, Mount Prospect. 


THE TIIIAL IIRGAN Nov. 0 and ended 


only after the jury of four men and eight 
women had deliberated for three days. 
The 13, along with another man who will 


be tried separately, were indicted last 
February for conspiracy to commit mall 
fraud, fraud by wire and transportation 
of stolen money in Interstate commerce. 


Matthew Lydon, an assistant U.S. at- 


torney, alleged that the 14 set up a phony 
company that advertised access to the 
assets of the Church of Christ and Chris- 
tian Churches of America. Lydon said 
the company, called Church of Christ 
Manors Inc., had no connection with the 
denomination, but collected fees from 70 
victims on promises to obtain mortgages 
and construction loans.

The suit went to the court of Judge 


Raymond Sarnow, who acted almost Im- 


mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lected through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit. 
Because of the suit, Dunne ordered the 
sheriff's department to issue only warn- 
ing tickets between May 15 and June 1. 
The controversial tax was "off" again. 


As the deadline for'the tax continued to 


be delayed, so did the court hearing on 
the suit. By May 15 less than 20 per cent 
of the affected residents purchased the 
vehicle sticker. The deadline was extend- 
ed to July l. 


Because Judge Sarnow had not issued 


an injunction against enforcement of the 
ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to Issue citations to drivers not dis-- 
playing the sticker. The court 'case was 
again continued — this time until July 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit. 
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FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today. 


While ruling against the tax on one 


hand, the judge also said the county 
should continue to administer and collect 
the tax pending appeal to the Illinois Su- 
premo Court.

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Three-Man Group 
To Seek Airport 
Problem Solution

A 
three-man 
Pal-Waukco Steering 


Committee was announced at the Wheel- 
ing Village board meeting Monday night. 
The committee's job Is to try to find a 
way to solve the problems between the 
village and the neighboring airport. 


There is one problem — neither side 


wants to talk to the other. 


The steering committee Is headed by 


William Rogers, with Wheeling residents 
Ron Colo and Robert Watts as the other 
members. The group will centralize all 
pertinent Information and hopefully find 
a satisfactory solution to the differences 
between the village and airport. 


Rogers said yesterday, however, that 


he docs not see his committee talking 
with airport owner George Pricster to 
try to settle differences that may be 
found. "Evcrytlmo we talked to him in 
the past we got nowhere and got a lot of 
excuses. Wo feel we'd do better to com- 
pile some facts and try to go back to 
court." 


ON THE other side of the fence, Pries- 


tcr doesn't core if Rogers wants to meet 
with him. "I have plenty to do without 
sitting down and discussing things with 
Rogers. It Is useless to discuss something 
with someone who Is not knowledgeable 
of aviation or Its laws. And even if we 
try to explain things to him, as we have 
in the past, ho doesn't believe us any- 
way," said Pricster. 


Pricster said if the village could find 


someone who knew aviation laws ho 
would be more than happy to discuss any 
problems. 


Rogers said ho will not discuss any- 


thing directly with the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) cither. "They do 
the same thing. They ore always making 
excuses. They say one thing and then 


write a letter saying another," he ex- 
plained. 


The Pal-Waukcc critic said his two fel- 


low commlttccmcn are familiar with 
the problems of the airport. In a letter to 
the village trustees ho said, "Both of 
these men have given much of their time 
and efforts In the past and I am sure we 
will continue to get their continued full 
participation." 


ASIDE FROM serving on the steering 


committee, Colo is also a member of the 
Dlst. 21 School Board and is also a li- 
censed pilot. 


Rogers told the trustees it is the ulti- 


mate goal of the committee to coexist 
peacefully with "the noisy neighbor to 
the south," meaning the airport. 


"However, we arc resolute that the 


safety and well-being of the Wheeling 
residents must be paramount to the ex- 
pansion of facilities and operations at 
Pal-Waukcc." 


Ho added that his committee's first job 


will bo to investigate the position of the 
threshold lights and the position of the 
glide pattern into the airport. 


ROGERS CHARGES that the two are 


both Incorrect, ana that his committee 
will report Its findings to the village. 


Priestcr said, "That's the problem. If 


Rogers knew anything about aviation he 
would see that the threshold lights are 
considered "displaced lights," and every 
pilot flying in hero knows that. 


"As for the glide slope, ho would know 


we have a step-down pattern, and will 
have until we get the new instrument 
landing system (ILS). We are working 
with the FAA to do everything possible 
to make this a safer and guleter airport 
and wo still get attacked," sold a dis- 
gusted Pricster. 


The committee wilt submit a resume to

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem

The already muddled waters surround- 


Ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through the mails. 


Tho agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


Tho displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners in all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion in which the on-agaln, off- 
attain lax is being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county la sending out "bills" for 
a lax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1071 after it 
was submitted by County Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower;-and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1972, Dunne reported early In 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until tho 
date state license plates were required.

mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lected through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit.

As the deadline for'the tax continued to

an injunction against enforcement of the 
ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to issue citations to drivers not dls-- 
playing the sticker. The court 'case was 
again continued — this time until July 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit.

FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today.

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem 


by ROGER CAPETTIN1 


The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through the mulls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only became they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In till unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion In which tho on-agaln, off- 
again tax Is being administered.' And, 
worse yet. It may be hard to understand 
why the county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after It 
was submitted by County Board Free. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1972, Dunne reported early In 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until the 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it." 


But many people did worry about it — 


namely the residents of Just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And, 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups In the affected areas. 


In the meantime, County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced -the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Feb 17 — two days after the 
new state license plates were required. 
The deadline for the sticker was extend- 
ed to May 15. 


By the first week in March more than 


15 homeowner groups had organized to 
oppose the tax. A law suit was promised 
and was filed early In April. 


THE SUIT WAS brought by the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association in 
the county Circuit Court, and contended 
the tax Is unconstitutional because it is 
to be levied only against residents of 
unincorporated areas to the benefit of all 
county residents. 


• The suit went to the court of Judge 
Raymond Sarnow, who acted almost im- 


mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lectcd through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit. 
Because of the suit, Dunne ordered the 
sheriff's department to issue only warn- 
ing tickets between May 15 and June 1. 
The controversial tax was "off again. 


As the deadline for the tax continued to 


be delayed, so did the'court hearing on 
the suit. By May 15 less than 20 per cent 
of the affected residents purchased the. 
vehicle sticker. The deadline was extend- 
ed to July 1. 


Because-Judge Sarnow had not Issued 


an injunction against enforcement of the 
. ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to issue citations to drivers not dis- 
playing the sticker. The court case was 
again continued — this time until July- 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard .arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit. 
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FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today.

found. "Evcrytlmo we talked to him In 
the past we got nowhere and got a lot of 
excuses. We feel we'd do better to com- 
pile some facts and try to go back to 
court." 


ON THE other side of the fence, Prles- 


tcr doesn't care If Rogers wants to meet 
with him. "I have plenty to do without 
sitting down and discussing things with 
Rogers. It Is useless to discuss something 
with someone who Is not knowledgeable 
of aviation or Its laws. And even if we 
try to explain things to him, as we have 
in the past, he doesn't believe us any- 
way," said Pricstcr. 


I'rlcstcr said if the villngc could find 


someone who knew aviation laws he 
would be more than happy to discuss any 
problems. 


Rogers said he will not discuss any- 


thing directly with the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) cither. "They do 
the same thing. They arc always making 
excuses. They say one thing and then 
write a letter saying another," he ox- 
plnincd. 


The Pal-Waukcc critic said his two fel- 


low commlttccmcn are familiar with 
the problems of the airport. In a letter to 
the village trustees he said, "Both of 
these men have given much of their time 
and efforts in the past and I am sure we 
will continue to get their continued full 
participation."

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem

The already muddled waters surround- 


ing toe entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through the malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change' 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
(he confusion In which the on-again, off- 
again tax Is being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after It 
was submitted by County Board Free. 
George W. Dunne. It established a (ax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1072, Dunne reported early in 
January the stickers had not been' print- 
ed and would not be required until the 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it." 


But many people did worry about it — 


namely the residents of just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And; 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups in the affected areas. 


In the meantime, County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Feb 17 — two days after the 
new state license plates were required. 
The deadline for the sticker was extend- 
ed to May 15. 


By the first week in March more than 


15 homeowner groups had organized to 
oppose the tax. A law suit was promised 
and was filed early in April. 


THE SUIT WAS brought by the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association in 
the county Circuit Court, and contended 
the tax is unconstitutional because it is 
to be levied only against residents of 
unincorporated areas to the benefit of all 
county residents. 


The suit went to the court of Judge 


Raymond Sarnow, who acted almost im- 


mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lected through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit. 
Because of the suit, Dunne ordered the 
sheriff's department to issue only warn- 
big tickets between May 15 and June 1. 
The controvcrsiaftax was "off" again. 


As the deadline for the tax continued to 


be delayed, so did the court hearing on 
the suit. By May 15 less than 20 per cent 
of the affected residents purchased the 
vehicle sticker. The deadline was extend- 
ed to July 1.. 


Because Judge Sarnow had not issued 


an injunction against enforcement of the 
ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to issue citations to drivers not dis- 
playing the sticker. The court case was 
again continued — this time until July 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit. 
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FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today. 


While ruling against the tax on one 


hand, the judge also said the county 
should continue to administer and collect 
the tax pending appeal to the Illinois Su- 
premo Court. 


Thus, while the tax has been declared

Master Zoning 
Plan Map 
Being Prepared 


A master plan map showing unincorpo- 


rated land suitable for future annexation 
to Rolling Meadows Is being prepared for 
the city by City Engineer James Mul- 
downey. 


The map was requested by the plan 


commission In an effort to determine the 
kind of expansion that jrill be available 
to the city in the next several years. The 
map will show the present county zoning 
for land parcels as well M zoning classi- 
fications the plan commission would rec- 
ommend to the city If a parcel is being 
considered for annexation to the city. 


"State statutes require all munici- 


palities to submit yearly a zoning map of 
the city," Muldowney said. "This has to 
be filed by March 31. The second aspect 
of the statutes permits municipalities to 
regulate subdivision of property within 
1V4 miles of the town. This is what this 
map Is for," he said. 


MULDOWNEY SAID since the corpo- 


rate boundaries of the city to the north, 
south, and cast are fixed, expansion Is 
only possible to the west. There are 
small parcels to the west that are not 
now located In cither Palatine or Rolling 
Meadows, he said. The Plan Commission 
has asked that Muldowney's map include 
these areas showing zoning classifica- 
tions to be suggested by the commission. 


"There has been Interest expressed In 


parks and open land use," he said. "This 
won't limit zoning but, for example, if 
land Is recommended for park use and a 
developer wants to use it for another use, 
the park district would have a one year, 
option to buy the land. If It didn't buy the 
land, then the land could be considered 
for another use." 


Preparation of the map is one way the 


city Is attempting to get a concensus of 
opinion from city officials and the com- 
mission on what they would like to see In 
the way of future city growth, Muldow- 
ney said. It Is hoped that the map would 
help give potential developers an Idea of 
the kinds of zoning uses for property the 
city would look upon favorably, he said. 


"Basically," he said, "the map is a 


guide for future development."

City Atty. Don Rose, but because car 
washes are not permitted under the M-l 
classification, Waldron said the company 
might have to go through a lengthy pro- 
cess of petitioning for rezonlng rather 
than the zoning variation. • 


WALDRON TOLD Frish the committee 


would have to consult with Rose to deter- 
mine whether the rezonlng petition was 
In order. He added, however, that if the 
variation allowed by the zoning board 
was sufficient in Rose's ^pinion, then the 
company could probably proceed with its 
plans.

The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sand* of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle slickers were sent 
through the malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion in which the- on-ngaln, off- 
again tax is being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,'1971 after It 
was submitted by County Board Pros. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$3 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 39 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with' more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks are taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year.

A test of plastic or paper bags as gar- 


bage receptacles in Hoffman Estates 
homes may wind up with the village be- 
coming (ho not-so-proud owner of 400 sets 
of stands and holders.

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem 


by ROGER CAPETTIM 


The already muddied waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "whoel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through the mails. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion In which Iho on-again, off- 
again tax Is being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled 
uncon- 


stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after it 
was submitted by County Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks are taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1072, Dunne reported early in 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until the 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it." 


But many people did worry about It — 


namely the residents of just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And, 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups in the affected areas. 


In. the meantime, County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Feb 17 — two days after the 
new state license plates were required.

Officials Insist 


Mount Prospect officials plan to pro- 


test the village's allotment of the 1972 
federal revenue sharing funds. 


Local administrators feel the village 


got less than what it was entitled to be- 
came tho population date used to calcu- 
late Mount Prospect's allotment is al- 
most three yean old. 


Recently, tho village received Its sec- 


ond revenue sharing check, this time for 
$77,423, which brought the total for 1072 
to $158,028. However, Village Mgr. Rob- 
ert J. Eppley said ho learned yesterday 
that tho amount given to the village was 
based on 1970 census data. 


In 1970, Mount Prospect's population 


was only about 35,000. The following 
year, however the annexation of the New 
Town area of Prospect Heights raised 
that figure to 45,228. 


"WE WILL DO whatever Is possible 


(to get last year's payment readjusted 
upward)," Eppley said. "I was kind of 
shocked. We had It (the 45,228 population 
figure) on file with the (Illinois) secre- 
tary of state." 


Eppley said a form was sent to the 


village by the U.S. Treasury Department 
which Indicated what figures had been 
used In determining the community's 


share. "We just found out for sure (with 
that document) they had used the 35,000 
figure," he said. "Dick Jesse is in 
charge and he will go all out to appeal 
the amount." 


Jesse, who is village finance director, 


said he sent out a letter to the'Treasury 
Department officials last week in which 
he asked them to update their census fig- 
ure for tho village. "I sent them what 
documents I had from the Census Bu- 
reau," he said, to substantiate the higher 
population figure. 


According to tho form Jesse sent in, 


the village should receive a reply within 
the next five weeks. Jesse said he was 
unsure whether any more money would 
be received for last year. 


The federal funds arc part of a five-year 


revenue sharing plan approved last year 
by Congress. Under the plan's require- 
ments, local governments must supply 
the Treasury Department with programs 
detailing how the funds will be spent 
starting in 1973. The requirement did not 
apply to the first year's funds which the 
Mount Prospect Village Board has yet to 
allocate. Probably allocation will be 
mado at tho time the 1973-74 budget Is 
drawn up and adopted.

Ordinance 


The Mount Prospect village adminis- 


tration last night came out against the 
inclusion of binding arbitration in an or- 
dinance that would recognize employe 
bargaining. Although no action was tak- 
en on the ordinance, a brief discussioB 
was held in which village Atty. John J. 
Zimmermann said, "The feeling of the 
administration is that we do not want 
binding arbitration." 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert has in- 


dicated already that he would like to sec 
binding arbitration included. Binding ar- 
bitration would mean that a three-man 
fact-finding committee would be set up to 
the case of any disputes and that their 
recommendation in case of an impasse 
would be final. 


Zimmerman indicated that Teichert 


said he favored binding arbitration," 
perhaps without giving it too much 
t h o u g h t . " Zimmermann then asked 
board members to "call me privately" 
with their comments about the draft or- 
dinance. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 


that he would like to see the ordinance 
passed by the board no later than Feb. 6 
so that they would have the ordinance 
during budget discussions. It is expected 
that there will be demands made this 
year by the local chapter of the Com- 
bined Counties Policemans* Association 
(CCPA). 


ONE REASON Teichert is sponsoring 


the ordinance is so that the village board 
can officially recognize the local CCPA 
chapter which was formed last October.

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem 


by nOCEIt CAPETTINI 


The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's an- 
swer to village vehicle stickers were sent 
through the malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — an act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly, Is amplified by 
the confusion In which the on-agaln, off- 
again tax Is being administered. And, 
worse yet, It may be hard to understand 
why the county is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after it 
was submitted by County Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and '$15 for 
cars with more thin 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks arc taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1972, Dunne reported early in 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until tho 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about It." 


But many people did worry about It — 


namely the residents of just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And, 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups in the affected areas.' 


In the meantime, i County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Fcb 17 — two days after the 
new state license plates were required. 
The deadline for the sticker was extend- 
ed to May 15. 


By the first week in March more than 


15 homeowner groups had organized to 
oppose the tax. A law suit was promised 
and was filed early In April. 


THE SUIT WAS brought by the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association in 
the county Circuit Court, and contended 
the tax is unconstitutional because it is 
to be levied only against residents of 
unincorporated .areas to the benefit of all 
county residents.

Group May Solve 
Flood Problems

Each spring and summer hundreds of 


Mount Prospect homeowners look for- 
ward, albeit none too happily, to the 
prospect nf flooded basements. But for 
the lirst time, conditions may be differ- 
ent this year. 
• 


Lynnc Dennett is n member of a small 


Croup, the Drainage and Clean Streams 
Commission, which will be directly re- 
sponsible for any improvement In flood 
conditions that develops this spring. 


For several years the commission has 


studied the village's waterways and 
drainage areas with the Intent to im- 
prove them. But after September last 
year again brought heavy rains and 
flooding, the commission has led an in- 
tensified offensive against tho flooding 
problem. 


The first step in the offensive was a 


community-wide flood damage survey, 
conducted In October. Then the results of 
the 4..100 returned questionnaires had to 
be organized Into some meaningful form. 


Mrs. Bennett received the assignment 


of working with the questionnaires. She 
spent more than 250 hours putting the 
surveys in order by location and then 
color coding a gigantic village map to 
show where flooding occurred and what 
lypc of flooding It was. (Flooding was 
cither overland flow, sanitary backup or 
both.) 


"I HKALLY DON'T want to add up all 


the hours I spent on the questionnaire!! 
and the map," Mrs. Bennett said In a 
recent Interview. "But It has been from 
six to 12 hours n day. Including week- 
ends, for six weeks." 


As the only woman member of the 


commission. Mrs. Bennett has the per- 
haps unenviable position of being the 
only one free (o work on commission 
matters during Iho day. The fact that 
both her sons arc In school all clay also 
helps. 


These were abo the reasons why, when 


she joined the commission three years 
ago. she was chosen as secretary. "Talk 
about n railroad slate," she laughed. 
"But I do have more time than tho 
men." 


Mayor Robert D. Tcichert appointed 


her to Ihc commission, part of what ho 
calls his continuing effort to get women 
Involved in community affairs. It surely 
wasn't a political payoff because, al- 
though Mrs. Bennett served as his cam- 
paign coffee chairwoman, the commis- 
sion post l.i not salaried, 


Mrs. Bennett said she thinks the drain- 


age and clean streams commission work 
15 Important, as flooding is probably the 
most critical problem facing the commu- 


nity. While she acted as Tclchert's coffee 
chairwoman, she said flooding came up 
repeatedly during discussions at the vari- 
ous coffees. 


"I MAY BE gray and walking with a 


cane, but I don't want to give up until 
the flooding problem Is solved," she said. 


Her wait may not be that long. Phase 


Two of the anti-flooding offensive, a pro- 
fessional engineering analysis of what 
can be done to retain water and prevent 
flooding, is due by the second week in 
February. The study, by Consocr & 
Townscnd engineering firm, will make 
recommendations which in turn will lead 
to recommendations by the drainage and 
clean streams commission. The village 
board probably will then vote to enact a 
program. 


All this, together with completion of 


the Hotlen Heights area storm sewer sys- 
tem, could lead to a drier spring and 
summer this year. And one possible ben- 
eficiary could be Lynnc and her husband 
Bob who have had flooding in their homo 
at 602 N. Willc St.

The study, board members agreed,

should be broken up in several units, or 
whether the school organization should 
remain the same. 


PRELIMINARY figures drawn up by 


the district's administration indicate that 
Dist.

How- 
ever, a Dist. 214-widc unit district would 
bring an additional $12 million in revenue 
to area schools if current state school aid 
formulas arc unchanged. 


Board members pointed out that all 


figures indicating a financial-advantage' 
to unit districts might be changed cither 
by ponding court cases challenging the 
state aid formula or by legislative action. 


Several board members said they were 


opposed to the idea of a unit district In 
all of Dist. 214 because it would include 
about 60,000 students. Board member 
Jack Matthews said, "We don't want to 
be another Chicago."

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Mailing Further Clouds Cook County Wheel Tax Problem 


by ROGER CAPETTlNt 


The already muddled waters surround- 


ing the entire Cook County "wheel tax" 
were agitated again last week when thou- 
sands of applications for the county's on- 
' swer to village vehicle slickers were sent 


through the malls. 


The agitation undoubtedly will change 


to further aggravation for the recipients 
when they learn the application was sent 
to them only because they paid the tax 
last year — tin act more than a few re- 
gret. 


The displeasure on the part of automo- 


bile owners In all unincorporated areas 
of the county, certainly. Is amplified by 
the confusion In which tho on-agaln, off- 
again tax Is being administered. And. 
worse yet. It may be hard to understand 
why IS* county Is sending out "bills" for 
a tax that has been ruled' uncon- 
stitutional. 


A review of the history of the tax may 


help lessen the confusion. 


The wheel tax ordinance was adopted 


by the county board Dec. 30,1971 after it 
was submitted by County Board Pros. 
George W. Dunne. It established a tax of 
$5 per year for motorcycles and motor 
bikes; $10 per year for cars with less 
than 35 rated horsepower; and $15 for 
cars with more than 35 rated horse- 
power. Trucks are taxed on a sliding 
scale ranging from $15 to $95 per year. 


ALTHOUGH IT was to be effective 


Jan. 1, 1972, Dunne reported early in 
January the stickers had not been print- 
ed and would not be required until tho 
date state license plates were required. 
"Until then," a spokesman for Dunne 
said, "don't worry about it." 


But many people did worry about it — 


namely the residents of just about every 
unincorporated area of the county. And, 
during the month of February they went 


one step further, starting a foundation of 
opposition to the tax by organizing home- 
owner groups in the affected areas. 


In the meantime, County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzen announced the appli- 
cations for the stickers would be avail- 
able after Feb 17 —• two days after the 
new state license plates were required. 
The deadline for the sticker was extend- 
ed to May I?. 


By the first week in March more than 


15 homeowner groups had organized to 
oppose the tax. A law suit was promised 
and was filed early In April. 


THE SUIT WAS brought by the Pros- 


pect Heights Improvement Association in 
the county Circuit Court, and contended 
the tax is unconstitutional because It is 
to be levied only against residents of 
unincorporated areas to the benefit of all 
county residents. 


The suit went to the court of Judge 


Raymond 'Sarnow, who acted almost im- 


mediately by ordering the monies col- 
lected through the tax to be held in es- 
crow, pending the outcome of the suit. 
Because of the suit, Dunne ordered the 
sheriffs department to Issue only warn- 
ing tickets between May 15 and June 1. 
The controversial tax was "off" again. 


As the deadline for the tax continued to 


be delayed, so did the court hearing on 
the suit. By May 15 less than 20 per cent 
of the affected residents purchased the 
vehicle sticker. The deadline was extend- 
ed to July 1. 


Because Judge Sarnow had not issued 


an injunction against enforcement of the 
ordinance, sheriff's police began, July 1, 
to issue citations to drivers not dis- 
playing the sticker. The court case was 
again continued — this time until July 
21. When that date rolled around Judge 
Sarnow heard arguments from both 
sides, but delayed ruling on the suit. 
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FINALLY, AUG. 28, the judge an- 


nounced his decision, declaring the tax 
unconstitutional. It was a major victory 
for the residents in their fight against the 
county but also serves as the key to 
clearing the confusion over the status of 
the tax today. 


While ruling against the tax on one 


hand, the judge also said the county 
should continue to administer and collect 
the tax pending appeal to the-Illinois Su- 
premo Court. 


Thus, while the tax has been declared
